Now, the enem ies w ith­ 
draw n from the field, and v an ­ 
quished plants carried off, the su r­ 
vivors stand in sturdy ranks, gay­ 
ly flaunting banners of bloom. 
Oh, 
if 
only 
this 
hardly-w on 
perfect 
hour could last for even a week 
or two w ith nothing to do in the 
garden save enjoy its beauty! But 
there Is no cessation of activities 
along the garden front, and July 
is one of the busiest m onths. 
It is the 
m onth, for instance, 
when wo should sow seed of per­ 
ennials for next sum m er’! bloom ­ 
ing. 
A 
well 
established 
garden 
should be rich in perennial plants, 
and the cheapest w ay to get these, 
and the way to be sure of having 
the 
finest 
varieties. 
Is to grow 
your own plants from seed. 
If you 
have a lath house for such u tilita r­ 
ian purposes, or som e well con­ 
cealed’ corner w here our seed flats 
may be placed, th e seeds m ay be 
sown in flats in carefully prepared 
soil. 
But In m any sm all gardens 
It Is difficult to find a place for 
the flats and In such cases the 
seed may be sow n directly in the 


ground in th e shaded places b e­ 
tw een grow ing plants. 
T his m eth ­ 
od 
really has 
m any advantages, 
and som ehow the little seedlings 
alw ays look happier 
under 
the 
protecting 
wing 
of older 
plants 
th an they do in the orphanage of 
the seed flat. 
We will take it for granted th a t 
5’our garden soil is a good friable 
loam. 
The 
m ixture 
of 
a 
little 
sharp sand or of some peat will 
m ake it better for good seed g e r­ 
m ination. 
The soil 
should 
be 
m oist. 
I have som etim es covered 
such a seed planting w ith u p tu rn ­ 
ed berry boxes, surrounded by a 
row 
of bug 
poison: 
the 
boxes 
gradually uplifted as the seedlings 
appear. 
A nother way Is to cover 
very 
lightly w ith a fine mulch, 
law n clippings for instance, which 
will help keep the soil m oist and 
cool, but which will be dried up 
by the tim e the little p lants come 
up. 
I have recently read a m ethod 
which seem s very desirable, so I 
pass it on to you. 
T his is 
to 
ru t comm on w ire screening to de­ 
sired size, and lay two thicknesses 
of It over th e planted seeds. 
T his 
gives shade and conserves m ois­ 
tu re and the scratchy wire tends 
to keep off bugs. 
W hen the plants 
are up, take off one screen and 
raise the 
other up on 
props 
a 
couple Inches or so. 
W ith care, m any perennials m ay 
be th u s grow n around the garden 
am ong the larger plants, and later 
removed to their perm anent home. 
Some plants m ay be grown right 
w here

w ant them

sum m er’s garden, especially such 
p lants as you will use only one or 


tw o here and there for accent, or 
spots of special color. 
Seeds of 
aquilegia/ 
colum bine)

tim es slow to germ inate but the 
flow ers are so lovely It is well 
w orth trying som e of the fine new 
varieties. 
Everyone should 
have 
som e of the blue-flow ered sages 
(salvia). 
Pitcher! is the finest for 
cutting, lovely spikes of blue flow ­ 
ers. 
P atens is m ore delicate, more 
difficult, and a scantier bloomer, 
hut if you like blue flow ers don't 
overlook this. 
It is w orth w orking 
a year—o r tw o lf need be—to get 
Just one sight of this rich ’blue, 
blue flower. 
The O riental poppies 
are unsurpassed for gorgeousness 
and should be m ore grown. 
You 
will 
have

favorites 
am ong the perennials. 
T his m onth 
and next try to get som e seeds 
planted. 
July is also the tim e to think of 
annuals for next w inter’s bloom, 
and to do m ore th an , think.

One of the speakers declared that lo per cent 
of the nation's population now is mentally de­ 
ficient, with half of them on Federal relief 
rolls. 
He indicated the overcrowded conditions 
of state institutions for the feeble minded, with 
the statement that they are so full that in Or­ 
ange county alone there are 50 persons on a 
waiting list for admittance. 
With these facts known and the threat to 
the future welfare of the nation and civiliza­ 
tion itself so evident, will the American peo­ 
ple act to avert the danger, or will they mere­ 
ly say “How awful!” and let it go at that, 
as they are prone to do? 


SENATOR GLASS ON TIE DUTY OF A 
SENATOR 
Lives of the Hunted 
Thoughts On 


M o d ern 
Life

On the occasion of receiving the degree of 
Doctor of Laws from Tufts college last week, 
Senator Gins- of Virginia made a speech. 
“I 
think of a United State* senator." he said. “as 
a man representing a sovereign state, always 
pleased when he may agree with his constitu­ 
ents. hut always reserving to himself the right 
to think for himself and to maintain his own 
belief and convictions in the integrity of the 
constitution, always holding fast to the firm 
determination not to he swayed by the mo­ 
mentary clamor of the multitude." 
In 
a 
truly 
representative 
government, 
a 
statement like that needs considerable qualifi­ 
cation. 
A democracy is a government of all 
the people. 
All the people, unlike the people 
of a town in a New England town meeting, 
cannot share in legislation. 
But when they choose a representative to 
legislate for them, tho- have a right to demand 
that such a representative shall have a whole­ 
some respect for their thinking and their con­ 
victions. 
Thev may not he unanimous in their 
thinking and their convictions t in fact, they 
mav lie very much divided. 
In that c*ise, a senator must exercise his own I 
judgment. 
But when there is a clearly ex- 
pressed desire on the part of a constituency j 
for some particular action, they have a right to j 
expect their representative to respect their de-1 
sire, unless he can convince a goodly number 
of them that they are mistaken. 
As a matter of fact, when a representative 
of the people is too indifferent to the think­ 
ing and the convictions of his constituents, he 
usually finds himself replaced by another who 
will represent them, 
To he independent of 
minority pressure groups is very commend­ 
able in a representative. 
But even then, this 
pressure group, together with his political op­ 
position can, and often do, relegate him to pri­ 
vate life. 
On these measures on which Senator Glass 
has found himself insurgent, he may have a 
perfect right to act independently. 
Most of 
the people of Virginia know little about bank­ 
ing. and therefore have no strong convictions 
about it 
The senator is perfectly free in such a case 
to follow hi* convictions. 
But let a question 
come up like that which arose at the lieginning 
of the G vll war. Senator Glass would clo 
perhaps just what the illustrious Robert E. 
Lee did in the matter of secession— he would 
follow the people of his state, perhaps sorrow­ 
fully. 
Ours is a representative government. 
In 
the last analysis, the people have a right to 
j ltavc their vt av. 
The irascible and peppery 
little senator from Virginia would be among 
the first to recognize that if lie were convinced 
that the people of his sovereign state of Vir­ 
ginia really demanded some specific measure 
or Rome specific course of action. 


B EW AR E T H E SCAPEGOAT H A B I T 


The persistent resort of the hu­ 
man species to a hunt for scape­ 
goats is one of the strange and 
sinister survivals of savagery that 
still mar modern life. 
When things go wrong, we look 
for somebody 
or 
som ething 
to 
blame—a person, a class, a race, 
a law, and so on. 
During the last decade we have 
seen this scapegoat habit ridden 
hard. 
A bogus prosperity resting upon 
artificial values swept the nation 
In the years Just before 1929. 
Mr. 
Coolidge happened to be President 
of the United States. 
The legend 
of 
a 
silent 
superman 
grew 
up 
around 
him. 
He 
was somehow 
linked 
with 
this 
amazing 
pros­ 
perity. 
Whether he had anything 
to do with It or not was beside 
the 
point. 
His 
presidency 
was 
concurrent 
with 
the 
prosperity 
and thus became in the minds of 
many a cause of it. 
This w as the 
scapegoat habit In reverse. 
This bogus prosperity blew up. 
Mr. Hoover happened to be Presi­ 
dent of the United States when the 
blowing occurred. 
And, as Cool­ 
idge was linked with 
prosperity, 
so Hoover became linked with de­ 
pression. 
And in 1932 the m asses 
“voted 
the 
depression” 
and 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
appeared 
as 
savior 
while Mr. 
Hoover 
departed 
as 
scapegoat. 
The savior was hailed with ac­ 
claim 
unprecedented. 
Power un­ 
heard of was lodged in hla hands. 
Criticism was adjourned. 
Policies 
that reversed national traditions of 


a century and a half were quick­ 
ly approved. 
W hen salvation lag­ 
ged, 
the critics reconvened, 
and 
the process of making Mr. Roose­ 
velt scapegoat was set In motion. 
If salvation lags unduly the Hoov­ 
er overthrow will he repeated with 
Roosevelt. 
But in th© interim the Supreme 
Court steps into the picture with 
its recent decisions. 
Many Amer­ 
icans hailed these 
decisions 
as 
supremely wise. 
But many other 
Americans instantly sensed a new 
scapegoat and began to say that 
progress would be Impossible as 
long as so much power was vest­ 
ed in the supreme court. 
And 
now 
there 
is 
a 
growing 
mass of Americans listening at­ 
tentively 
to 
the 
contention 
that 
our form of government is obso­ 
lete, 
that 
the 
constitution 
must 
be 
rewritten 
from 
beginning 
to 
end before the national life can 
be assured of stability and prog­ 
ress. 
It is the old story of resorting 
to demonology instead of diagnosis. 
Mr. Coolidge did not produce pros­ 
perity- 
Mr. Hoover was not re­ 
sponsible for the depression. 
The 
Constitution is not an insuperable 
bar to progress and stability. Let’s 
not permit the forthcoming cam ­ 
paign to degenerate 
Into 
over­ 
simplification of the problem and 
a 
cat-and-dog 
fight 
between 
scapegoats and saviors. 
Let’s face 
our successive problems with re­ 
sponsible diagnosis and responsi­ 
ble remedies.

Ethiopia has dispatched a note to the United 
States, requesting that our country shall aid in 
making Italy observe the Kellogg-Briand peace 
part. 
Enq>eror Haile Selassie is prepared, so 
he 
says, to do his test to protect the integrity of 
his country against the assaults of Italy, hut 
he is desirous of using all peaceful methods 
to settle the issues. 
He calls attention, 
in his note, to the fact 
that under this pact, 
which was 
called the 
“General pact for the renunciation of war.” the 
signatories, including the United 
States and 
Italy. 
renounced 
war 
as 
an 
instrument 
of 
national policy and agreed that disputes between 
them should be settled bv pacific means. 
We believe that Abyssinia’s executive has 
done well to call the attention of the powers to 
this solemn treaty and to request the good of­ 
fices of the United States in preventing the 
violation of this treaty. 
lf nothing is gained by this action directly, 
Ethiopia shall have won at least the good will 
of the people who desire to see the Kellogg pact 
carried out in its spirit and letter. 
We hope we will not have to conclude that 
the “peaceful mean*” of settlement are ex­ 
pected to lie used only when the country is 
weak and when it is more likely to gain from 
tl»e peaceful settlement than from war. 
We are glad that Italy will be given an op­ 
portunity to reconsider, for it mav be possible, 
that, contrary to expectations, she will lose 
I infinitely more than she will gain.
